LODGE TO PRESIDENT. 
When the Senate Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee was at the White 
House on Aug. 18, 1919, Chairman 
Lodge asked the President about the 
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general board’s recommendations 
concerning the Pacific islands and 
Mr. Wilson replied: 

“There was a paper on the sub- 
fect, Senator, which has been pub- 
lished. I only partially remember 
it. It was a paper laying out the 
general necessities of our naval! pol- 
ley in the Pacific and the necessity 
of having some base for communica- 
on upon those islands was men 
tioned; just in what form I do not 
remember. But let me say this: 
there is a little island which I must 
admit I had not heard of before."

Guam is Said to be 
Imperiled. 


Tokio Sure to Colonize Newly 
Acquired Land.

AGANA (island of Guam) Oct. 
1.—Naval opinion is divided as to 
the importance of Guam to the 
United States as the result of the 
awards of the peace treat by which 
all the islands north of the Equator 


which formerly belonged to Ger- 
many are awarded to Japan. 
in her protests 
against this award, while in the 
United States strong objection was 
made, but it was not sufficient to 
influence the American delegates to 
Versailles, who took such a roseate 
view of the chances of the League 
of Nations, that they did not see 
any il to American possessions in 
the Pacific through the handing to 
Japan of islands all around Guam. 
GUAM IS IMPORTANT. 
The consensus among naval offi- 
cers who have studied the situation 
is that Guam is of more importance 


to the United States than ever be- 
fore, though further development 
of the base is made necessary and 
will be the subject of recommenda- 
tions th the next session of Con- 


gress. 

The island of Guam lies 3337 miles 
west of Honolulu, 7988 miles from 
the Panama Canal and is 1506 miles 
east of Manila. It is nearer to 
Japan than to the Philippines, be- 
ing 1353 miles from Yokohama and 
1440 miles from Nagasaki. Thus a 
t starting fram a Japanese port 
could arrive at Guam twelve hours 
ahead of one starting from nila. 

When, as a result of the Spanish 
War, an opportunity came to acquire 
the Marianas from Spain, it was 
deemed sufficient for our purposes 
in protecting the Philippines to buy 
only Guam as a base between the 
The re- 
maining islands of the group were 
bought by Germany, which made 
no attempt to colonize the three in- 
habited islands. 

SURE TO BE COLONIZED. 

Now that they have been acquired 
it is certain that they will be colo- 
nized heavily by the Japanese and 
that the Chomorrans will be left to 
shift for themselves. Guam can offer 
them no asylum, since it cannot 
support its own population from 
home-grown crops. 

The inhabited islands of the Mari- 
anas awarded to Japan as her re- 
ward for participation in the World 
War are Rota, forty-nine miles from 
Guam; Tinian, 110 miles and Sai 1

ANOTHER MENACE. 

Of much concern, as a menace to 
American trade routes, is the island 
of Yap, of which more has been 
heard than of any other of the 
islands that became Japanese. Yap 
is the chief island of the Pelews and 
lieg 458 miles southwest of Guam 
and within striking distance of the 
route to Manila by way of the San 
Bernardino Straits, a course that 
naturally would be chosen in the 
event of hostilities, because Japan, 
with hey bases at 
Nagasaki, controls the approach to 
Manila from the north, and also 
holds Formosa.

Invention of Los Angeles Man 
to Have Tryout. 


Ships Can be Guided Through 
Heaviest of Fogs. 


American Nations Ask 
for Particulars.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 1. h 
America may yet beat the nited 
States in the equipment of its har- 
bors with the electric piloting cable 
by which ships can enter any har- 
bor in the densest of fogs. 

Both the Brazilian and Chilean 

governments have officially re- 
quested Karl C. Hansen of Los An- 
geles, inventor of the system, for 
plans and details of his device, 
which promises to be the most rev- 
olutionary and helpful of any recent 
invention in maritime usage. 
EE. R. Penay, naval attache of the 
Chilean Embassy here, has just 
transmitted to his government the 
completed work of Mr. Hanson, and 
in the next few months it is pos- 
sible that the inventor will go to 
South America personally to demon- 
strate the it ention, which is to be 
éfficiatly tested in New York Harbor 
by the United States Navy Depart- 
ment next week over a fourteen- 
mile cable laid from Ambrose 
channel lightship to the Narrows.

“The entire trouble in Oakland 
was that the business agent for the 
union, a man named Corbett, spread

NO VCTE ON STRIKE. 


“Corbett had the men believing 
that he could get them $50 per 
week and their laundry. and he kept 
hammering at this until the men 
— ne time to think of anything 
elae The question of striking was 
— discussed at the union meet- 
ings™ Corbett would get the men to 
vote on holding out for the $50 pet 
week and free laundry. He and 
other members of the union's execu- 
tive countil met with us on several 
occasions and we discussed the mat- 
ter and asked the meat cutters to 
wait and see what San Francisco 
would do. We offered them a tem- 
porary rise of $2 a wevh, the day 
before they struck. They refused 
this, and told the butehers to re- 
port to the union headquarters the 


following day, which was Friday, at] cect 


7:80 a.m. 
8 o'clock not a butcher re- 
ported to the shops for work, and 
the dealers were left with thou- 
sands of dollars worth of cut meat 
en their hands. We weathered this 
orm, and came out all right, then 
Monday we began to secure help 
from other cities. 

“In exactly six weeks every buteh- 
er shop in Oakland. was operating 


‘many of them former members of 
the union, who saw the uselessnes* 
of following such meh as Corbett. and 
since that time hundreds of former 
members have quit the unions and 
are now werting and making good 
wages. 

“We offered them $40 a week be- 
fare they went on strike and we 
have been consistent about it and 
have paid a minimum wage of $40 
aince that time to any men we hired, 
but there in no agreement with the 
union. The members of the union 
who have found a job and gone to 
work are not wearing their union 
buttons and our members are not 


displaying any union cards whatever, 
with the exception of 4 few little 
shops on the outside who don't 
know anv better. 

“Our members have resolved that 
no business agent is going to control 
their business any longer, neither 
are they going to collect dues for 
the union. and any good man that 
comes to town and wants a job, we 
are going to do our best to place 
him in a permanent position. We 
have resolved that we will have 
nothing further to do with the un- 
ion as it ie at present constituted. 
What we will do in the future, time 
win tell, but there ts quite a sense 
of freedom now in being able to run 
your business to suit yourself with- 
out any interference or dictation 
from outside parties and where you 
can negotiate with your own em- 

ployees without having a business 
agent tell vou that some one Mood 
your empleyece has a grievance.

Staple is Taboo. 


Growers Blame Department of 
Agriculture for Tale. 


Market in Bad Condition, but 
Outlook is Brighter.

PHOENIX (Aru) Oct. 1.—There 
ig disposition here among the cot- 
ton growers to hold the administra- 
tion of the Department of Agricul- 
ture responsible for at least a part 
of the depression that has overtaken 
the market. 

The report that the larger tire 
companies were about to turn from 


long to short staple for their cord 
tires came through a government 
publication and s.nce has had vehe- 
ment denial by the largest of the 
manufacturers. There especial 


criticiam of Secretary Houston for 
an olficial recommendation that 
srowers of agricultural products un- 


growers are being offered less than 
the cost of production. 

Officers of a local cotton asso- 
state that such vuniloaaing 
would mean bankruptcy io the 
growers and the offering of tortunes 
to the buying factors. The Secre- 
tary has been wired for dental thai 
this recommendation came from 
him. 

Une Salt River Valley association 
is shipping five. carloads a day of 
long stapie to New Orleans, to be 
held there for the higher market 
that seems assured. Advan on 
such cotton is being — ee 40 
cents a pound. Buyers are offering 
only 60 cents, which is claimed 
slightly under production cost. Very 
few sales are being made at this 
figure. 

The cottonseed oll now being ex- 
pressed is mainly from the seed of

ARGYLE VACATION MOVE 
IN HOLLYWooD 


The State, through Attorney U. 8. 
Webb, yesterday sued: the city of 
Los Angeles, e members of the 
City Council the Famous Play- 
ers-Lask y Corporation, enjoining the 
city from proceeding further in the 
matter of Argyle street, Hollywood, 
which wae vacated hetween Selmar 
avenue and Sunset Boulevard. 
When the matter came before the 
City Council a protest was made by 
property owners and citizens of Hol- 
lywood, the complaint states.
